The attached California Public Records Act (CPRA) request was received on July 11, 2016, by 
the Office of the Board of Public Works and is hereby being forwarded to your offices for the 
appropriate response. 

Under the CPRA, any person can request access to public records to review or copy. The 
agency to whom the request was submitted, in this case the City, hasten (10) calendar days 
to respond to the request for records. The response need only state which responsive 
documents will be made available and whichrecords, if any, will not be produced, citing 
specific exemptions. On certainoccasions, departments may take an additional 14 calendar days 
to respond if unusual circumstances exist with respect to the request (the need to search 
forrecords from field facilities; the need to search for a voluminous amount of records, etc.). The 
requested documents can either be made available with this initial response or within a 
reasonable time thereafter. 

In keeping with the requirements of the CPRA, you are hereby requested to respond directly to 
the individual making this request. Please keep in mind that aresponse, whether it is the actual 
records requested or a notification to theindividual as to when such records shall become 
available, must be made withinten (10) calendar days from the time of the original request to 
remain in compliance with the CPRA. Please provide this office a copy of the written 
correspondence sent to the individual, along with which records we re made available. 

Please expedite this matter to the best that is feasible in order to meet with the CPRA deadlines.
